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WORLD   POULTRY  MEAT  AND  EGG 
PRODUCTION   TO    INCREASE    IN  1979 

Preliminary  estimates    for   poultry  meat   and   egg  production 
in   the  world's   larger   producing   and/or   consuming  nations 
is   expected   to   rise    in   1979.      International    trade   in  poultry 
meat   will   increase   slightly,   with   a   decline    in  eggs. 

Overall,    poultry  meat   output    in   the   38  country-forecast 
will   expand   by  8   percent.      Broiler   and    turkey  production 
should   gain   by   7   and   10  percent   respectively.      Because   of  a 
large   increase   in   the   Soviet   Union,    production   of  meat  from 
fowl    should   rise   around    16   percent.      Relatively   low  feed 
grain   prices   and   high  meat   prices   are   expected   to  encourage 
production  during   1979   as    they  did   during  most   of  1978. 

The   United   States,    the   European   Community,    Japan,  and 
Spain  are   expected   to   account   for   over   70     percent   of  the 
broiler   production,    of  which  38  percent    is    in   the  United 
States.      Turkey  production   is   even  more   concentrated,   with  56 
percent   in   the   United   States   and   30  percent    in   the  EC. 

World   trade   in   poultry  meat--dominated   by   the  European 
Community,    the  United   States,    and   Hungary — continues    to  be 
mainly   in   broilers   and   turkeys.      Of    the   944,000   tons  of 
poultry  meat   exported   in   1978,    55   percent   was    from   the   EC,  21 
percent   from   the  United   States,    and   12   percent    from  Hungary. 
About    two-thirds   of   EC   broiler   exports   represent    trade  within 
the   EC,   with   shipments    to   almost   all   non-EC   countries  moving 
with   sizable   export  subsidies. 

Egg   production   in    1979   is    forecast   at   331.1    billion  eggs, 
2   percent  more   than   in   1978.      Small   increases   are  forecast 
for   all   regions   except    South  Africa. 


The  United  States,  the  EC,  and  the  Soviet  Union  each 
produced  about  20  percent  of  the  total  in  1978  and  will 
approximate   that   in  1979. 


Egg   exports   by   the   principal   producing   and/or  consuming 
countries   are   expected    to   decline   slightly   in   1979.  U.S. 
exports   are   forecast   at   about    the   same   level   as    in   1978,  and 
a   3   percent   increase    in  EC   exports   should   be  more   than  offset 
by  a   25   percent   decline    in   exports   from  East  European 
countries.      In   1978,    the   EC   and  East   European   countries  were 
the   largest   exporters,   accounting   for  59  percent  and   15  per- 
cent,   respectively,   of  exports   from  the  36   countries.  The 
U.S.    share   rose   from  7   percent   in   1977   to   10  percent   in  1978. 

MAJOR   PRODUCING  COUNTRIES 

UNITED  STATES.      Between   1975   and   1978,    broiler  production 
expanded  at  an  average  rate   of  8  percent.      Broiler  and  turkey 
production  is   forecast   to   increase  about  8  and   11  percent, 
respectively,    in   1979   in  expectation  of   relatively  favorable 
profits.      Because  of   reduced   supplies  and  higher   prices  for 
red  meats,   broiler  prices   should   continue  near  or  slightly 
above   the    1978   level   despite   higher   production;    turkey  prices 
will  be  only  slightly  lower. 

Egg  production  in   1979  may  rise   around  3  percent  with 
prices  averaging   slightly  higher   than   in   1978,   at   least  in 
the   first   half.      Much  of   the   expected   increase   in  production 
will   be   in  hatching   eggs   needed   to   expand   broiler  production. 
Table   egg   production   is   expected   to   gain   little   during  the 
first   half  of   1979,   with  production  during   the   second  half 
depending   to   some  extent   on  first  half  profits. 

Feed   costs   for   poultry  and  eggs  are  higher   than  last  fall, 
and  will   likely  be  above   1978   levels  during  most   of  1979. 
Other   production  costs   will   continue   their   upward   trend  of 
recent  years. 

Poultry  meat   exports  were   up   4  percent   in   1978  and  are 
expected   to   remain  at   least   at    that   level   in   1979.  Exports 
to   the   Far   East   may   continue   to   expand,    but   are   uncertain  to 
the  Middle   East . 

U.S.    exports   of   shell   eggs   and   the   shell-egg   equivalent  of 
egg   products   rose   53   percent   in   1978.      The  most  dramatic 
increase   was   in  exports   of   egg   products,    largely   to  Japan. 
Eggs   for   hatching   rose    10   percent,   while   exports   of  table 
eggs  were   down   10  percent. 

Relatively  small  U.S.  imports  of  eggs  in  1978  are  expected 
to   decline   in  1979. 
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EUROPEAN  COMMUNITY.      Production   of   poultry  meat   and  eggs 
in   1979   is   expected   to   continue   at    the   relatively   slow  growth 
rates   of   around   2   percent   and   1    percent,    respectively.  Gains 
in  meat   production  are   expected   in  West   Germany,  France, 
Italy,    the   Netherlands,   and   the   United  Kingdom.      Egg  produc- 
tion is   expected   to   rise   in  Denmark,    France,    Italy,    and  the 
Ne  ther land  s . 

EC   poultry  meat   imports,    including   intra-EC   trade,  are 
estimated  at   372,000  tons   in   1978  and   exports   at  515,000 
tons.      These   levels   represent   59   percent   of   the    imports  and 
55   percent   of   the   exports   by   the   38   countries   reviewed.  West 
Germany,   which  customarily   imports   nearly  half   of  its 
consumption,    is   the   largest    importer,    accounting   for  77 
percent   of   EC   imports.      The   Netherlands   is    the   largest  EC 
exporter,    accounting   for   around   48   percent   of   the   EC   total  in 
1978.      No   drastic   changes   are   expected   in  1979. 

A  smaller  part   of  EC   trade   is  with  other  European 
countries,    the  Middle   East,    and   the   USSR.      Most   of  these 
exports  move  with   the   assistance   of   substantial  export 
subsidies--currently  22  u.a./lOO  kilograms   (kg),   or  40  U.S. 
cents   per   kg   for  West   German   exports   and   36   cents   per   kg  for 
Dutch  and  Danish  exports. 

The   Netherlands   and   Belgium/Luxembourg   are   the  world's 
largest   egg  exporters,    representing  35  and   13  percent  respec- 
tively of   the  36-country  export   total.      Exports  from 
Belgium/Luxembourg   should   decline   slightly   in   1979,  those 
from   the   Netherlands   increase.      Both  countries   ship  largely 
within   the   EC;    during   the   first   half   of    1978,    for  instance, 
90  percent   of  Dutch  egg  exports  went   to   other  EC  countries, 
mostly   to  West  Germany. 

EC   import   restrictions  have  continued   at  substantial 
levels.      For   the   quarter   beginning   November   1,    gate  prices 
and  variable  levies  were  about   the   same  as   1   year   earlier  in 
units   of   account.      However,    because   of   appreciation   in  the 
German  mark  and   depreciation   in   the   U.S.      dollar,    gate  prices 
increased  around   16  percent  and  variable   levies   13  percent  in 
terms   of   equivalent   U.S.    dollars   in  West  Germany. 

Supplementary   levies  which  are   designed    to   equalize  the 
difference   between   f ree-at-f rontier    (c.i.f.)    prices   and  gate 
prices   are   currently  applied   to   chicken   legs   and  turkey 
thighs.      Since   February   1,    1978,    the   levy  has   been   removed  on 
turkey  breasts   and   drumsticks,    but   almost   doubled   on  chicken 
legs   in  equivalent   U.S.    dollars   in  West   Germany.      The  percen- 
tage  ad   valorem  of   import   duties   in  Germany   in  U.S.  dollars 
as   of   February   1,    1978,    (with   February   1,    1977   figures  in 
parentheses)   were   as   follows:      Whole   turkey,    30(29);  turkey 
drumsticks,    57(143)    turkey   thighs,    62(44);    and  turkey 
breasts,  35(31). 
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CANADA.      Poultry  meat   production  is   forecast   to   rise  about 
8  percent   in   1979  with  broiler   production  up   7  percent,  and 
turkey  meat   production  up   about   15  percent. 


Egg  production  in   1979   is   forecast   to   increase   about  3 
percent;    gains   in  the   first  half  of   1979  will  not   be  comple- 
tely offset  by  lower   production  resulting   from  Government- 
induced   reductions   in   the   laying   flock   in   the   second  half. 

Canada  has   traditionally  been  a  net   importer   of  poultry 
meat  and  eggs;    but   in  mid-1978,    it  appeared   that   egg  exports 
might   exceed   imports   for   the  year   if   the   first   half  trend 
continued.      However,    the   situation  changed   abruptly   late  in 
1978  as   a   tight   table   egg  market   developed   in   Canada.  At 
that   time,   exports  virtually  ceased,   and   the   Canadian  Egg 
Marketing  Agency  was   forced   to   issue   supplementary  import 
permits  well   in  excess   of   the  3 .  098-mil 1  ion-do zen  quota 
established   for   1978.     As   a  result,    total   table   egg  imports 
exceeded   6   million  dozen   for   the   year,    and   Canada   remained  a 
net  egg   importer  and   is   expected   to  continue   as   one   in  1979. 

Production  and   trade   in  Canada  are   strongly  affected  by 
Provincial  marketing  boards   for  chicken  and  by  national 
supply-management   programs   for   turkey,    table   eggs,   and  egg 
products.      These  national   programs   include  production  and 
import   quotas   that  affect   the   level   of   turkey  and   egg  imports 
from   the  United  States. 

Canada   is   in   the   process   of  establishing  a  national 
supply-management   plan   for   chicken  meat   that   may  affect 
future   imports   of  U.S.    broilers.     At   the   end   of  1978, 
formation  of   the  National   Chicken  Marketing  Agency  was 
proclaimed  and  determination  of   production  and   import  quotas 
set   in  motion.      It   is   generally  believed   that   the  program 
could  be   fully  operational   by  mid-1979.     While   the  national 
plan  was  given  Federal   cabinet  approval   in  principle  more 
than  'a  year   ago,    its   implementation  has   been  delayed  until 
now,    partly   because   of   political   factors   in   Canada,    but  also 
because   favorable  market   conditions   for   producers  may  have 
lessened   the   pressure   to   establish   it  promptly. 

JAPAN.      Poultry  meat   production  in   1978   is   estimated  to 
have  increased   11   percent  over   that   of   1977,   and  a  7  percent 
gain   is   forecast   for   1979.      Broiler  production,   which  compri- 
ses over  85  percent  of   poultry  meat   production,    is  estimated 
to   rise   8   percent   in   1979,      Stable   to   lower   feed   costs  have 
kept  broiler   raising  profitable.      Imports,   especially  parts 
from   the  United   States,    continue   to   expand,    growing   by  20 
percent   in   1978.      This   trend   is   expected   to  continue. 
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Egg   production,   which  expanded   approximately  4   percent  in 
1978,    is   expected   to   rise    1   percent   in    1979.      Demand  has 
grown  mainly   from   the    institutional   trade,    but   home  consump- 
tion  reversed   its   earlier   downward   trend   and   gained  slightly. 
Stocks   also   rose.      Imports   increased   by  a   third   in    1978  as 
egg   product   usage   in   the   food   production  area   rose,    but  are 
expected   to   decline   slightly   in    1979.      Japan   remains  the 
second   largest   egg   importer   after  Germany. 

BRAZIL.      Poultry  meat   produc tion^  which   rose    14   percent  in 
1978,      is   forecast   to  gain  a  further  9  percent   in  1979. 
Largely  responsible   is   the   rapid  growth   in  broiler  meat 
production^  which  comprises   over   90   percent   of  Brazilian 
poultry  meat   output.      As   a   result,    both  domestic  consumption 
and   exports   are   rising.      The   export    share   rose   from  a  little 
under  6   percent   in   1977   to  7percent   in   1978.      Exports,  which 
are   subsidized,   move   to    the   Middle  East. 

Because   of  a  higher   rate   of   lay  per   bird   and  more  layers, 
egg   production   is   estimated   to   have   increased   almost  6 
percent   in    1978   and  may   rise   about   5   percent    in    1979.  All 
eggs   produced   in   Brazil   are   consumed   as    there    is   no    trade  and 
little  inventory. 

USSR.      Soviet   poultry  meat   production   jumped   18  percent  in 
1978   and   is   forecast   to    increase   25  percent    in   1979.  Meat 
from   the   egg- pr oduc ing   sector   accounts   for   about  three-fourths 
of  all   poultry  meat   produced  and   is   forecast   to   increase  29 
percent   in   1979.      Broiler   production   should   be   up   around  15 
percent.      Purchases   from  Western  Europe   are  occurring,  and 
imports   from  all   origins   will   likely  approximate  100,000 
tons,    one-third   above   the    1978  level. 

Egg   production   in   the  USSR   is   sizable,    and   accounts  for 
about   20  percent   of   the   36-country   total.      A  2  percent  gain 
is   forecast   for   1979.      Imports   are   likely   to   continue,  espe- 
cially  from   traditional   Finnish   and   East   European  suppliers. 

MIDDLE   EAST.      Both   production  and   imports   of   poultry  and 
poultry  products   continue    to   expand    in  most  Mideastern 
countries.      Heavy  expenditures   are   being  made   in  many  of 
these   countries   to   develop  modern   breeding   and  production 
facilities   for   both   eggs   and   broilers,   and   these  facilities 
are   increasingly  coming   into   production.      At    the   same  time, 
imports   of   both  poultry  meat   and   eggs   have   been  rising. 

The   situation   in   Iran,   however,    apparently   is   causing  a 
drastic   curtailment   of   production   in   their   newly  established 
industry.      With  heavy   slaughtering   and   almost   no  placements 
of   eggs   or   chicks,    broiler   and   egg   production  will   fall.  How 
rapidly   the   hatching   industry   revives   and   the  production 
sectors   begins   to   recover  will   depend   on   economic  conditions. 
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OTHER  COUNTRIES.      Other   principal   poultry  producers  are 
the   East   European   countries   and   the   non-EC  West  European 
countries.      These   regions   account   for   around   10   and   7  percent, 
respectively,    of   the   poultry  meat   production   in   the  38 
countries.      Production   in   each   is    forecast    to    increase   4  per- 
cent and  7   percent   respectively  in  1979. 

For   eggs,    these   regions   produced   in   1978,    around  11 
percent   and   6   percent   respectively  of   the   36-country  total. 
Production   in   the   East   European   countries   increased   2  percent 
in   1978  and   is   expected   to   gain  another  2   percent   in  1979. 
Production   in   the   non-EC  West   European   countries   was  off 
about   3  percent   in   1978,    but    is    forecast    to   return   to  the 
1977   level   in  1979.

U.S.  POULTRY  AND  EGG  EXPORTS 
AT  RECORD  HIGH  IN  1978 

U.S.  exports  of  poultry  and  eggs,  led  by  gains  in  chicken 
parts  and  baby  chicks,  set  yet  another  record  in  1978,  while 
imports  fell  below  those  of  the  previous  year.  Japan 
continued  as  the  largest  U.S.  foreign  Market,  purchasing  2 1 
percent  of  all  U.S.  poultry  and  egg  exports. 

U.S.  exports  of  poultry  meat,  eggs,  egg  products,  and  live 
poultry  reached  $340.9'  million  in  1978,  higher  by  10 
percent  than  in  1977,  and  almost  three  times  the  1971-75 
average  value.  Poultry  meat  exports,  at  $216.5  million 
accounted  for  64  percent  of  the  total  value,  with  the 
remaining  export  value  made  up  of  eggs  and  egg  products 
(21  percent)  and  live  poultry,  mostly  baby  chicks,  feathers 
and  down  (15  percent). 

The  five  top  markets  for  U.S.  poultry  in  I978(in  millions 
of  dollars)  were  Japan,  ($71);  Canada,  ($45),  Venezuela, 
($29.4);  Hong  King  ($24.5);  and  West  Germany,  ($19.7). 
Venezuela  replaced  Iraq  in  the  top  five  and  moved  up  to 
third  place  ahead  of  Hong  Kong  and  West  Germany  as  a 
result  of  the  purchase  of  $23.4  million  worth  of  whole 
broilers.  Iraq  although  its  poultry  imports  from  the 
United  States  reached  $14.6  million  in  1977  and  $28.6 
million  in  1976  -  imported  no  U.S.  poultry  in  1978.  The  top 
five  importing  countries  (although  not  the  same  countries 
each  year)  bought  56  percent  of  U.S.  exports  in  1978 
compared  with  53  percent  in  1977  and  59  percent  in  1976. 

Other  important  markets  in  1978  (in  millions  of  dollars) 
were  Singapore  (11.1),  Korea  (10.7),  Mexico  (10.2)  and 
'Jamaica  ($9.6).  On  a  regional  basis,  Asia  continued  as  the 
top  market,  taking  41  percent  of  U.S.  exports  in  1978, 
followed  by  North  America  (28  percent)  and  Europe  (14 
percent).  Of  the  remaining  exports,  12  percent  went  to 
South  America  (up  from  8  percent  in  1977)  and  5  percent 
went  to  Africa.

The  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  poultry  and  eggs  in  1978,  at 
$10.5  million,  was  down  12  percent  from  the  high  level  of 
1977,  but  still  54  percent  greater  than  in  1976  and  25  percent 
more  than  the  1971-75  average.  Canada  continued  to  be  the 
largest  source,  supplying  66  percent  of  U.S.  imports, 
followed  by  France  with  15  percent. 


Exports 

Poultry  Meat 

Poultry  meat  exports  in  1978  consisted  of  76  percent 
chicken  meat,  16  percent  turkey  meat,  I  percent  canned 
meat,  and  7  percent  other  (fresh  or  frozen  poultry  other 
than  chicken  and  turkey,  and  poultry  livers).  Making  up  70 
percent  of  all  poultry  meat  exports  in  1978,  were  broilers, 
including  parts,  with  a  total  export  value  of  $  1 5 1 .6  million. 

Fastest  growing  export  item  in  the  poultry  meat  category 
was  chicken  parts,  up  31  percent  in  1978,  primarily  because 
of  a  59  percent  gain  in  exports  to  Japan  and  one  of  26 
percent  to  North  American  countries. 

The  Far  East  continued  to  be  the  most  important  export 
market  for  chicken  parts  in  1978,  with  41  percent  moving  to 
Japan,  14  percent  to  Hong  Kong,  and  7  percent  to 
Singapore.  North  American  countries  (mostly  Canada, 
Leeward-Windward  Islands,  Netherlands  Antilles,  and 
Jamaica)  imported  22  percent,  while  the  Canary  Islands 
took  7  percent. 

Exports  of  whole  broilers  and  meat  from  fowl  declined  3 
percent  and  10  percent  respectively  in  1978.  The 
disappearance  of  Iraq  from  the  U.S.  export  market  and 
reduced  sales  of  whole  broilers  to  countries  in  Africa  and 
Eastern  Europe  more  than  offset  the  large  increase  in 
exports  to  Venezuela.  With  shipments  valued  at  $23.4 


million  (up  from  $3.5  million  in  1977),  Venezuela  was  the 
largest  market  for  U.S.  whole  broilers,  taking  46  percent  of 
U.S.  experts.  The  10  percent  decline  in  exports  of  meat 
from  fowl  was  largely  the  result  of  a  drop  in  sales  of  56 
percent  to  Japan  and  21  percent  to  Canada. 

The  value  of  turkey  meat  exports  was  22  percent  higher 
than  in  1977.  but  still  14  percent  below  the  record  year  of 
1976.  Exports  of  whole  turkey  and  turkey  parts  increased  in 
about  the  same  proportions. 

Canada  and  Japan  continued  to  be  the  largest  importers 
of  whole  turkey.  Other  countries  making  sizable  purchases 
were  the  Bahamas,  Bermuda,  Trindad-Tobago,  the  United 
Kingdom,  Switzerland,  Hong  Hong,  and  Saudi  Arabia. 

West  Germany  continued  to  be  the  largest  market  for 
U.S.  turkey  parts,  taking  almost  52  percent  of  U.S.  exports 
in  1978.  The  United  Kingdom  ranked  second  with  14 
percent.  Other  important  markets  were  Nigeria, 
Switzerland,  Japan,  and  Canada. 

European  Community  import  charges  continued  at  a 
high  level  during  1978,  although  somewhat  less  than  the 
levels  reached  in  1977.  During  most  of  1978,  the  import 
duty  on  turkey  drumsticks  to  West  Germany  (variable  levy, 
supplementary  levy,  and  MCA)  was  around  $1.00  per 
kilogram,  or  the  equivalent  of  120  to  140  percent  ad 
valorem  on  the  basis  of  U.S.  delivered  prices.  For  turkey 
thighs,  the  import  duty  was  around  70  cents  per  kilogram, 
or  44-48  percent  ad  valorem. 

In  addition  to  these  high  import  charges  the  EC  sub- 
sidized broiler  exports  in  compettion  with  U.S.  exports,  to 
the  Middle  East,  the  USSR,  and  other  European  coun- 
tries. The  level  of  the  subsidy  on  whole  broilers  averaged 
around  35  cents  per  kilogram  during  most  of  1978.  (on 
June  1,  1979,  the  subsidy  was  applied  for  the  first  time  in  5 
years  on  certain  chicken  parts,  averaging  [in  cents  per 
kilogram]  around  38  for  breasts,  35  for  legs,  27  for  halves 
and  quarters,  and  20  for  wings.) 

Eggs  and  Egg  Products 

U.S.  exports  of  eggs  and  egg  products  rose  10  percent  in 
1978,  following  a  66  percent  increase  in  1977,  and  were 
three  time  the  1971-75  average.  At  $72.3  million,  exports  of 
eggs  and  egg  products  in  1978  represented  21  percent  of 
total  U.S.  poultry  and  egg  products.  Shell  eggs,  at  $45.7 
million,  made  up  63  percent  of  the  export  value  of  all  eggs 
and  egg  products.  By  value,  about  63  percent  of  shell  egg 
exports  were  hatching  and  37  percent  for  consumption. 

The  most  important  export  markets  for  U.S.  shell  eggs 
for  consumption  were  Hong  Kong,  the  Middle  East,  and 
Canada,  with  combined  imports  in  1978  accounting  for  80 
percent  of  U.S.  exports.  Largest  gains  were  in  the  Middle 


East,  where  imports  jumped  from  $900,000  in  1977  to  $5.2 
million  in  1978,  However,  total  exports  of  eggs  for 
consumption  declined  9  percent,  losses  in  exports  to  South 
America  and  Hong  Kong  more  than  Offsetting  gains  in  the 
Middle  East. 

North  American  countries  continued  to  be  the  most 
important  market  for  hatching  eggs,  taking  79  percent  of 
U.S.  exports  in  1978.  Canada  was  by  far  the  most  impor- 
tant market,  followed  by  Jamaica  and  Trinidad-Tobago, 
taking  45  percent,  13  percent,  and  12  percent,  respectively. 

Exports  of  eggs  not  in  shell  and  egg  products  increased  19 
percent  in  1978,  reaching  a  total  value  of  $26.6  million,  or 
37  percent  of  all  eggs  and  egg  products  exports.  Egg 
albumin  ($10.3  million)  moved  from  third  to  first  place  in 
the  egg  product  category  with  a  54  percent  jump  in  exports. 
Frozen  egg  exports  (9.8  million)  gained  15  percent,  while 
dried  egg  exports  (6.6  million)  declined  8  percent.  Japan 
was  the  largest  purchaser  of  egg  products  in  1978,  receiving 
93  percent  of  U.S.  exports  of  frozen  eggs,  56  percent  of  egg 
albumin,  and  30  percent  of  dried  eggs. 

Live  Poultry 

Live  poultry  exports,  valued  at  $37.3  million  in  1978, 
were  20  percent  greater  than  the  $31.2  million  exported  in 
1977.  Of  these  exports  baby  chicks  and  turkey  poults  repre- 
sented 86  percent  and  3  percent  respectively,  with  other  live 
poultry  accounting  for  the  remaining  1 1  percent.  Exports 
were  up  36  percent  for  baby  chicks  and  74  percent  for 
turkey  poults,  but  down  40  percent  for  other  live  poultry. 

The  market  for  baby  chicks  was  more  diverse  than  for 
any  other  products,  with  exports  going  to  some  70 
countries.  By  regions,  Asia/Oceania  and  North  America 
were  the  largest  importers,  taking  33  percent  and  31  per- 
cent respectively  of  total  exports.  Leading  importers  in 
order  of  importance  were  Canada,  Japan,  Mexico,  Brazil, 
Venezuela,  Spain,  France,  and  South  Korea.  Their 
combined  imports  accounted  for  56  percent  of  baby  chicks 
exports.  Cauda  was  the  principal  importer  of  tuekey  poults 
and  other  live  poultry. 

Imports 

The  value  of  U.S.  imports  of  poultry  and  eggs  and  their 
products  in  1978  was  $10.5  million,  only  3.2  percent  of  the 
value  of  U.S.  exports.  Principal  import  items  were  shell 
eggs  (43  percent),  baby  chicks  (26  percent)  and  goose  liver 
products  ( 14  percent).  Canada  was  the  principal  supplier  of 
shell  eggs  and  baby  chicks,  and  France  was  the  only 
supplier  of  goose  liver  products.

Preliminary  estimates   for   poultry  meat  and   egg  produc- 
tion in  the  world's   larger   producing  and/or  consuming  nations 
indicate   further   increases   in  production  of  both  poultry  meat 
and  eggs   in  1979.      International   trade   is  also  expected  to 
show  gains. 

Overall  poultry  meat   production  in  these  countries  will 
expand  around  7  percent   in  1979,    continuing   the  upward  trend 
of   7  percent  in  1978  and  6  percent   in  1977.      Turkey  produc- 
tion  is   expected   to   be   up   9.3  percent   and   broilers   up  6.6 
percent . 

Higher   poultry  meat   production   is   indicated   for  all 
regions — with  the   smallest   gains   in   the   European  Community 
(EC)    (3.6  percent)   and   the   highest   in   the   USSR   (16  percent). 
Output   in   the   United   States   is   forecast   to   rise   by  10 
percent . 

The   continued   decline   in  beef   production  will  be 
approximately  offset  by  increased   pork  output;   however  world 
demand   for   poultry  meat   is   expected   to   continue   strong  during 
the   remainder   of   1979,    but   at   somewhat   lower   prices  than 
during   the   first   half   of   the  year. 


The   United   States,    the   EC,    Japan,    Brazil,    and   Spain  are 
expected   to  account   for  over   77  percent  of  world  broiler  pro- 
duction  in   1979.      Of   this,    39  percent   is   in   the  United 
States.      Turkey  production   is   even  more  concentrated,   with  56 
percent   of  world   production   in   the   United   States  and   30  per- 
cent  in   the  EC. 


World   trade   in   poultry  meat--dominated   by   the   EC,  the 
United   States,   and  Hungary--cont inues   to   be  mainly  broilers 
and   turkeys.      Of    the   986,000  tons   exported   in   1978,    53  per- 
cent was   from  the  EC,    20  percent   from  the  United  states,  and 
12   percent   from  Hungary.      About   two-thirds   of   the   EC  poultry 
meat   exports   represent   trade  within   the   EC,   with  shipments  to 
almost   all   non-EC  countries  moving  with   sizable  export 

subsidies . 


Egg   production  during   1979  in  the  38  countries  reviewed 
is   forecast  at   332,3  billion  eggs,   almost   2  percent  more  than 
in   1978.      Expected   declines   in   South  Africa  and  Asia-Oceania 
should  be  more   than  offset  by  gains   in  other  countries. 
Among   the   countries  with  increased   production,    the  largest 
gain   (8.7  percent)    is   forecast   for   Brazil.      The  United 
States,    the   EC  and   the   Soviet   Union  each  produced   about  20 
percent  of   the   total   in  1978  and  will  approximate  those 
levels   in  1979. 

Egg   exports   by   the   countries   reviewed   are   expected  to 
decline   slightly  in  1979.      A  7  percent  gain  by  the  EC 
countries  will   likely  be  more   than  offset  by  export  declines 
of   about   30  percent  by  the  United  States  and   50  percent  by 
the   East   European   countries.      In   1978,    the   EC  and  East 
European  countries  were   the   largest   egg  exporters,  accounting 
for   58  percent  and   15  percent,   respectively,   of  exports  from 
those   countries  reviewed. 

MAJOR  PRODUCING  COUNTRIES 

UNITED  STATES.      Broiler   production  rose   7  percent  in 
1978  and   is   forecast   to   increase  around   10  percent   in  1979. 
Federally   inspected  broiler  and   turkey  slaughter  were   up  more 
than  10  percent  during   the   first   half  of  1979.  Year-to-year 
increases   during   the   last   half  of   this   year  will  probably 
match  or  exceed   those   of   the   first   6  months.     These  large 
increases  are  occurring  despite   declining  profit  margins  for 
broiler  and   turkey  production.      Corn  and   soybean  production 
are  expected   to   reach  record   highs   this  year.      Feed  supplies 
should  be   plentiful,    but   corn  prices  are   expected   to  be 
slightly  higher   than  a  year  earlier,    largely  because  of 
strong  export  demand.    Broiler   prices   this   summer  have 
declined   substantially   from  their   spring   level   and  are 
expected   to  decline   further  during   the   last   quarter  of  the 
y ear . 

Turkey  production,  up  5  percent  in  1978,  is  forecast  to 
increase  around  10  percent  in  1979.  New  York  wholesale 
prices  have  dropped  around  10  cents  a  pound  since  early 
spring   and   are   expected   to   decline   further   during   the  fall. 

U.S.    poultry  meat   exports   in   1978,    at   198,000  tons,  were 
up   5  percent   in  quantity  and   17   percent   in  value.      Of  this, 
chicken  meat   exports   rose   6  percent   in   quantity  and   15  per- 
cent  in  value,   with  exports   of   chicken  parts   up   12  percent  in 
quantity  and  31  percent   in  value.      Exports  of  meat   from  fowl 
were   higher   in  quantity  but   lower   in  value   than   in   1977,  the 
reverse   of   the   general   trend   in  value   for  other  poultry 
meats.      Turkey  exports   were   down   5  percent   in  quantity,  but 
up   22  percent   in  value. 
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The   Far  East   continued   to  be   the  most   important  market 
for  chicken  parts,   with  41  percent  of  U.S.    exports  going  to 
Japan,    14  percent   to   Hong  Kong,    and   7   percent    to  Singapore. 
Venezuela  was   the   largest   importer  of  U.S.   whole  broilers, 
replacing   Iraq,   which  dropped   out   of   the  U.S.   market   in  1978. 

Exports  of   poultry  meat  were  up   6  percent   during  the 
first   half  of   1979,   and  a  similar   increase   is   expected  for 
the  entire  year. 

U.S.   egg  production  in   1978,   at   67.2  billion  eggs,  was 
3.5  percent   larger   than   in   1977,   with  a   2  percent  increase 
forecast   for   1979.      Exports   of  eggs  and  egg   products  were  up 
10  percent   in  1978,    following  a  66  percent   increase   in  1977. 
However,    exports  were  off   20  percent   for   the   first   6  months 
of   1979,   and   the   forecast   for   the  entire  year   is   for  a  pro- 
bable decline  of   20  percent   from  the   1978  level. 

The   relatively  small   level  of   imports  of  eggs   in   1978  is 
expected   to  be  even  smaller   in  1979. 

EUROPEAN  COMMUNITY.      Poultry  meat   production  increased 
about   4  percent   in  1978,   approximately  the   same  as   in  1977. 
Production  was  higher   in  all   countries   except   Denmark  and 
Belgium/Luxembourg,   where   it   declined   5  and  3  percent  respec- 
tively,   and   Ireland,   where   not   change  was   seen.      Another  4 
percent  gain  is   forecast   for   the  EC   in  1979. 

EC  poultry  meat   imports,    including   intra-EC   trade,  in 
1978  are  estimated  at   379,000  tons,   up  9  percent   from  the 
1977  level.     Exports  at   524,000  tons  were  about   the   same  as 
in  1977.      EC  imports  account   for  57  percent   of   the   imports  by 
countries   reviewed.      West   German   imports   accounted   for  81 
percent  of  all  EC  imports  and  41  percent   of   the   imports  of 
the   countries  reviewed. 

The  Netherlands  was   the   largest   EC  exporter   of  poultry 
meat   in  1978,   accounting   for  47  percent  of  all  EC  exports  and 
25  percent  of   the  exports  by  all   countries   reviewed.  In 
1978,   approximately  81  percent  of   EC  imports  were   from  other 
EC  countries   and   19  percent   from  non-EC   origins;   whereas  63 
percent   of   exports  went   to   other   EC   countries   and   37  percent 
went   to   non-EC  destinations.      The   forecast   for   1979   is  for 
imports  of   375,000  tons,   off   1  percent,   and   exports  of 
550,000  tons,   up   5  percent   from   the   1978  level. 

EC  egg   production   rose   1.4  percent   in   1978,    with  France 
and   the   Netherlands   showing   the  most   growth.      A  similar 
increase    is   estimated   in   1979  with  the   Netherlands  accounting

for  much  of   the   gain.      The   Netherlands  and  Belgium/Luxembourg 
were   the   leading  EC  egg  exporters   in  1978,   accounting   for  59 
percent  and  21  percent   respectively  of  all  EC  member-country 
exports;   again,   most   of   these   exports  went   to   other  EC 
countries . 

Changes   in  EC  Gate   Prices   and  Levies:    Gate  prices 
(theoretical  minimum  import   prices)   and  variable   levies  are 
announced  quarterly  and  were   set   for   the   third  quarter  of 
1979  on  August   1.      Gate   prices  and   levies,   which  were  pre- 
viously reported   in  units  of  account,   are  now  reported   in  the 
new  European  Currency  Unit   (ECU).     A  comparison  of  ECU  units 
with  units  of  account   indicates  that   the  dollar  value   of  the 
levy  was   practically  unchanged  at   the   time  of  changeover,  but 
since  August   1,    1978,   variable  levies  on  most   poultry  pro- 
ducts have  increased  a  little  over   15  percent  in  dollar 
equivalent.     The  most   important   change  in  supplementary 
levies  was   the  reduction  of   this   levy  on  turkey  drumsticks 
from  40  units  of  account  per   100  kilograms   (28  U.S.    cents  per 
pound)   to   zero.     At   present,    the  only  poultry  meat   item  with 
a   supplementary  levy  is  chicken  legs--35  ECU/100  kilograms  or 
almost   22  cents  per   pound.      Current   levies   (including  MCA ' s , 
on  turkey  and   some  turkey  parts)   in  U.S.    cents   per  kilogram  on 
West  German  imports  are  as   follows:     Whole   turkey,  48.7; 
halves  and  quarters,    53.6;    breasts,    80.5;    drumsticks,  43.9; 
and  thighs ,  75.2. 

CANADA.      Broiler  production  was  up  9  percent   in  1978, 
while   turkey  and   fowl   production  declined  4  percent  and  3 
percent,   respectively.     The  net  result  was  a  5  percent 
Increase   in  total  poultry  meat   production.     The   forecast  for 
1979  is   for  a   7  percent  rise   in  broilers  and  a  9  percent  gain 
in  turkey  production,   with  no  change  in  the  production  of 
meat   from  fowl. 

Canada   is  a  net   importer  of   poultry  meat,   with  1978 
imports  exceeding  exports  by  24,000  tons,   almost  all  of  which 
was   from  the  United  States.     The  forecast  or   1979  is   for  a  30 
percent  increase   in  broiler   imports,   but  a   further  decline  in 
turkey  imports. 

Egg  production  in  Canada  was   off   1  percent   in  1978,  but 
is   forecast   to   increase  3  percent   in  1979.      Canadian  trade  in 
1978   (in  shell  egg  equivalents)   amounted  to   imports  of  197 
million  and  exports  of   131  million.      The   1979  forecast   is  for 
a  19  percent  decline   in  imports  and  36  percent   drop  in 
exports . 

Canada  maintains  national   supply-management   programs  for 
turkey,    table  eggs,   and  egg  products,   and  will   likely  have  a 
similar  program  for  chicken  by  1980.      Under   these  programs, 
supplies   are   controlled   by  production  and   import   quotas  admi- 
nistered by  a  marketing  agency. 
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JAPAN.      Poultry  meat   production   increased   11   percent  in 
1978,    following  a    10  percent   rise    in    1977.      Broiler  produc- 
tion,   up    13  percent   in   1978  and   12  percent   in   1977  was  offset 
somewhat   by   lower   production  of   other   chicken  meat   for  both 
years. 

The   forecast    for   1979   is   for   a   further   increase  in 
broiler   production   (up    7   percent)    and   a   continuing  slight 
decline   in  other   chicken  productiion. 

Demand   for   poultry  meat   continued   strong   in   1978,  and 
imports    jumped   51   percent   in   spite   of   the  substantial 
increase   in   production.      A  further   increase   in   imports  of 
around  8  percent   is   forecast   for  1979.      U.S.      exports  to 
Japan  were   up   33  percent   in   1978,    reaching   $50  million  and 
accounting   for   59  percent   of   Japan's   poultry  meat  imports. 

After   a   4.5  percent   increase   in   egg   production   in  1978, 
production  should   stabilize   in   1979.      Imports   of   eggs  and 
egg   products,    estimated   at    1.7  billion   shell-egg  equivalents 
in   1978,    was   up   31   percent   from   the   previous   year.      This  made 
Japan   the   second   largest   egg   importer   after  West  Germany. 
Following  Japan  was   Hong  Kong,   with  1.2   billion  shell-egg 
equivalents.      Imports   in  1979  are   forecast   to  be  slightly 
larger   for  Germany  and  Hong  Kong   and   slightly   smaller  for 
Japan,    but   with  no   change   in   the   order   of  importance. 

BRAZIL.      The   growth   in   broiler   production   in  Brazil 
escalated   to   22  percent   in   1978,    following   gains   of   14  per- 
cent  in   each  of   the   previous   two  years.      Exports   showed  even 
greater   gains,    reaching   51,000  tons   in   1978,    up    70  percent. 
The   forecast   for  1979  is   for  a  10  percent   rise   in  production 
and   a   37  percent   gain   in   exports,   which  principly  move   to  the 
Middle   East.      A  9  percent   increase   in  egg   production   is  fore- 
cast  for   1979   following   the   6   percent   growth   seen   in  1978. 
Brazil   engages   in  no   international   trade   in  eggs. 

USSR.    Soviet   poultry  meat   production   jumped   18  percent 
in   1978  and   is   forecast   to   increase   16   percent   in   1979.  Meat 
from   the   egg-producing   sector   accounted   for   about  three- 
fourths   off   all   poultry  meat   produced   in   1978  and   is  forecast 
to   increase   17   percent   in  1979. 
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Purchases   from  Western  Europe   have  continued,    and  imports 
during   1979  are  expected   to   reach  75,000  tons,   up  from 
51 , 500  tons   in  1978. 

Egg  production  was   up  almost   7  percent   in  1978  and  is 
forecast   to   increase   around   1.5  percent   in   1979.      Imports,  at 
700  million  eggs   in   1978,    are   expected   to   be   about   the  same 
in  1979. 

MIDDLE   EAST.      Both  production  and   imports   of  poultry 
meat   and   eggs   continue   to   expand   in  most   of   the  Middle 
Eastern  countries.      Heavy   expenditures   to   develop  modern 
breeding  and  production  facilities  have  not   increased  produc- 
tion as   rapidly  as  demand,   and   imports   have  continued  to 
grow.      Principal   suppliers  are  East   European  countries  and 
the   EC.      U.S.    exports   of  eggs   to   this   region  increased  32 
percent   in  value   in  1978,   whereas   poultry  meat   exports  were 
off   58  percent,   owing  almost   entirely  to   the   lack  of  any 
sales   to   Iraq . 

OTHER  COUNTRIES.      Other   principal   producers   are   the  East 
European  countries   and   non-EC  West   European  countries.  These 
regions  accounted   for  around   10  percent  and   6  percent, 
respectively,    of   poultry  meat   production   in   1978   in   the  38 
countries.     The   forecast   for   1979  is   for  gains  of   7  percent 
in   the   East   European  countries   and   3  percent   in   the  non-EC 
West   European  countries. 

For   eggs,    these  countries   produced  around   11  percent  and 
6  percent   respectively  of   the   38-country  total.      The  forecast 
for   1979  is   for  a   3  percent   increase   in  the   East  European 
countries   and   a    1   percent   increase   in  non-EC  countries. 

PER   CAPITA   EGG  CONSUMPTION 

The   leading   countries   in   per   capita   consumption  of  eggs 
in  1978  were   Israel   (423),    Hungary   (410),   West  Germany  (305), 
the   United   States    (303),    and   Czechoslovakia    (302).  The 
highest   consuming   countries   under   the   300  per   capita  level 
were  Japan   (298),    Spain   (281),   and  Austria   (272).     For  Israel 
and   the   United   States,    there  was   a   downward   trend   in  per 
capita  consumption  from  1974  through  1977  with  a  slight 
upturn   in   1978;   whereas   for  Hungary,    West  Germany, 
Czechoslovakia,    Japan,    Spain,    and   Austria,    the    trend  was  up 
from  1974  through  1978.
